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Private Bills Stymied 


The manner in which the Canadian par- 
liamentary system permits private bills to 
be shoved aside and forgotten is a disgrace 
to the Canadian conception of democracy 

This is generally true in respect to all 
private bills. 

It is specifically and particularly true 
in respect to the bill which was presented 
to ban the so-called “comic books’ which 
everybody is agreed are a menace to Cana- 
dian youth. a 

The manner in which this private bill 
was heaved out of the debate constitutes a 
paradox both ludicrous and tragic. 

In the way the system works in regard 
to private bills, a certain time is 
to the presentation of them on a certain 
day. 

If the debate is concluded during the 
specified time limit, they are brought to a 
vote. If the debate is protracted, all dis- 
cussion is automatically shut off and the 
bill goes to the end of the list 

When this happens, the bill so 
poned seldom reappears during

But it is infinitely worse that the house 
of commons should subscribe to a system 
of debate that gives private bills of the 
highest merit about one chance in a hun- 
dred of getting passed. 

Anyone will admit that private bills 
are occasionally frivolous and superficial 
and that some members can waste a great 
deal of time for the . 

But when was the n¢ 
hard up for time? 

And surely the processes of democracy 
are pretty badly cramped when elected 
members of parliament, each as important 
legislatively as the other, have to take a 
back seat with their ideas to make way for

The opinions expressed 
by Mr. Ross is that freight rates 
and rail wages should not be in- 
creased and calls this “silly non- 
sense” of course he only 
a one sided view of the situation, 
and goes on to say that the rail- 
roads claim the increase is due 
to the high cost of materials, and 
labor, and terms average earnings 
of railroad workers as the highest 
in Canada. 

If as Mr. Ross states the earn- 
ings to employees in other in- 
dustries are much less, why 
should the products or materials 


be so high, and to rai'roads the 
largest buyers? The ruthless high 
cost of living is responsible for 
freight, and wage increases, fool- 
ish and uncontrolied economy 
Rail Unions do not get in- 
creases for the mere asking. 
Leaders must prepare and pre- 
sent concrete facts and the find- 
ings warranted by a judicia 


board. Of course, Mr, Ross knows 
this but he does not tell the 
public, so the article is not a true 
picture. 

Up to the present only the non- 
operating departments or unions 
are asking for the shorter work 
week, 14 of the 18 unions, main- 
tenance of way men, one of the 
large groups comprising about 
27,000 employes, these work a 
minimum of 48 hours a week, but 
key men may be called to work 
at any time on emergencies. 

Their wages are 65c to 9ic per 
hour track service. 

It is wrong and misleading to 
compare average earnings, with- 
‘out giving the differences of the 
hours worked, and the working 
conditions. 

The majority of trackmen or 
section men have only 8c per 
hour. To all non-operating rail 
Sroups in the United States the 
40-hour was effective on Sept. ist, 
and we sincerely hope to obtain 
the same work week here, not 
only to railroad workers but to 
all workers

The Bishop of London, Dr. 
John W. C. says he

cans “have no religion at all.” 

The Church of England prelate 
remarks that in Britain practical- 
ly everybody owns to having a 
religion and “if he is not very 
sure about things and does not 
go to church regularly, he says 
he is Church of England.” Dr 
Wand doesn't define the term 
“religion” in his statement. 

Not being a theologian myself, 
but in seeking a definition, I am 
referred by my dictionary to the 
New Testament—James 1:27— 
where | read: 

“Pure religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is this, 
(for man) to visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, 
and keep himself uuspotted from 
the world.” 

That, I take it, involves follow- 
ing the golden rule and living a 
correct life in the eyes of heaven, 
Anyway, what I'm leading up to 
is a homey little story which I 
encountered last night.

There are people who seem 
worried about having to ride or 
drive on the very top level of

The ideal structure would be 
another high-level bridge extend- 
ing across the valley. That might 
be too expensive to consider. But 
suppose the bridge were built 
part way down with wide ap- 
proaches leading to it from either 


side. If that is still too expensive 
then drop it to river level. But 
build it where it can connect 


directly with the main south side 
artery and lead directly to a 
north side location without twists 
or turns. Then plan a direct con- 
nection with the business district. 


That, of course, makes you 
think of the 105 street bridge 
where money is also to be spent. 
If it would cost too much to 


build a new high-level bridge, 
then why not use the mcney sav- 
ed from the high-level and 105 


reet alterations to widen the 
105 street bridge to six lanes 
with a six lane roadway to tops 
of the south-side and north-side 
hills.
